S THE GORDIAN knot 
of Watergate draws 
tighter on the Issue of 
5 te presidential responsibil- 
Sue ity the ifs House 
grip on foreign policy becomes 
weakor. Unchecked, this develop- 
ment could spell trouble for Israel 
and other U.S. friends overseas. 

With rare exceptions, it is 
White House power that has forg- 
ed and sustained America’s inter- 
nationalist stance ever since the 
days of Franklin Ὁ. Roosevelt. 

President Nixon maintained his 
usual front of diplomacy in the 
face of iast week’s Gallup Poll 
— which showed 71 per cent of 
Americans believing he had some 
knowledge of the Watergate 
brenk-in or cover-up — and the 
Senata, investigating committee's 
dogged pursuit of his personal pa- 
pers. Mr. Nixon evidently felt it 
necesaary to receive West German 
Foreign Minister Walter Scheel 
just before entering hospital with 
viral pneumonia.

None of these developments 
within the post two weeks is 
without precedent or without an 
explanation which would write off 
the effects of Watergate on Mr. 
Nixon's control over foreign pol- 
icy, Vietnam certainly aroused 
pin ones to the dangers of too 
much secrecy and presidential dis- 
cretion in foreign involvements. 
Congress had been trying for 
morethan a year to cut off funds 
for military operations In Indo- 
china ‘before Mr. Nixon finally 
obtained North Vietnam's signa- 
ture on @ peace agreement, — 

Finally, to keep matters In per-

take someone down with you by 
blaming him for the defeat. 


HE TRADE BILL, with 

the most-favoured-nation 

tariff treatment und fov- 

ernment export credits 

for the Soviet Union at- 
tached, is in trouble without the 
Jackson Amendment. Not the least 
of them is organized labour's 
opposition, and the alling back of 
the Chairman of the House Ways 
and Means Committee, Mr. Wilbur 
Mills. Labour wants to protect 
jobs and Mr. Mills, whose exper- 
tise and leadership in complex 
tax and’ trade legislation is es- 
sential for the BHI's passage, has 
been in and out of the crucial 
committee drafting process in 
which the varied interests must 
be horse-traded. 

One might be tempted to re- 
gard the Jackson forces as In- 
vincible, with about 80 votes lin- 
ed up in the Senate, and the 
House climbing close to 300. But 
if the Trade Bill is rushed 
through the House before the sum- 
mer recess early next month, the 
chances of a back-room deal and 
surprise votes wilh members ab- 
sent is increased. 

The Trade Bill, presented as a 
key clement to detente with the 
Soviet Union and the salvation 
of the dollar, might become a 
steamroler over the Jackson 
Amendment as drawn. 

Prior to the Brezhnev visit and 
the closing of the circle of da- 
fence around the President 
against the Watergate investiga- 
tion, there was speculation that, 
while opposing the Jackson 
amendment, Mr. Nixon was quite 
willing to make use of it as a bar- 
gaining chip with the Soviets. 

Having made the Trade Bill a 
keystone of detente, however, Mr 
Nixon must win its passage If 
he is not to become completely 
hostage _to Congress on_ foreign 
policy, The length to which the 
Administration goes in sacrific- 
ing the principle of free emigra- 
tion for promoting detente and a 
U.S. trade surplus could be a key 
indication to the Impact of Water- 
pate on the President's ability 
to deliver on forcign policy 
pledges.

Introducing Moisture-Response 
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IF ALL THE people who have 
been talking about going into the 
Knesset during the past weck 
were to get in, a guod many of 
the present members would ha 
to stay out. Not that that would 
he a disaster. 

All over the world gome people 
make life-long professions of be- 
ing members of Parliament, but 
in a small, 120-seat House the 
result can be fatal for growth, 
change and development. It may 
ho something to do with the tra- 
dition that a rabbi is entitled to 

row old and die in office and 
that it Js boorish ingratitude to 
suggest that he should retire even 
in his late seventies, The present 
Mapam leadership, for instance, 
has been in office for over half a 
century, 

Now the women in the Labour 
Party have demanded = and 
received 25 per cent representa- 
tion in the Histadrut, together 
with assured representation for 
members of Oriental origin and 
the young, of cither sex and an 
origin; they have heen followed 

the Arab women, who 
al want representation. So 
someone will have to go. Αἱ 
a recent. Labour Party caucus 
meeting Mrs, Meir admitted that 
when she goes abroad nowadays 
she avoids any mention of the 
status of women in Israel, because 
it has sunk so low, at least in 
percentages, She disapproves ve- 
ementiy of reserved places for 
women, as though they were 
some alien species, but agrees 
this has become necessary to 


: change the current situation. 


There are eight women in the 
present Knesset, and there have 
never been more than 11, which 
works out at 9 per cent. In the 
parliaments of the Scandinavian 
countrles there are about twice 
8 many. Canada, on the other 
hand, has one woman in a House 
of 264 members. In the year of 
Women's Lib it's not much, but 
perhaps the women have some- 
thing better to do. 

Esther Herlitz, the only woman 
ambassador we have had apart 
from Mrs. Meir, has resigned her 
present government job in the ex- 
bectation of going into the Knes- 
set on the Labour list. Her long 
service in the Foreign Ministry 
should also entitle her to 2 seat 
on the 19-man Foreign Affairs 
Committee. And 19-man is right, 
for it has no woman member uow, 
and apparently has never had one. 
Nor ig there a woman on the 
pre-eminent Finance Committee, 
Which is the heart that keops the 
Knesset and the administration 
ticking. There are three former 
Women teachers on the Education 
Committee, and three women on 
the Public Services Committee.

military coxps, This is absurd, 
for the South American generals 
carry out thelr coups while they 
are still in the army and can call 
up soldiers to surround presiden- 
lia] palaces and arrest govern- 
ments, Even the most popular of 
former generaly cannot expect to 
do that; and unless he makes a 
success of civilian politics, a year 
or two is enough for army per- 
sonnel to change and for him to 
be forgotten. Chief of Staff Ela- 
zar said on Wednesday that se- 
nior officers are retired young 
(in their late forties at the lat- 
esL) because that is considered 
best for the army. We have no 
right to close the doors to senior 
public positions to these men who 
ave been in the public service 
all their lives. It would also be an 


yY irresponsible wuste of inanpower. 


Uri Avneri (Radical) presented 
a fonciful version of Aluf (Res,) 
Sharon's military career, includ. 
ing the charge that Sharon had 
been kept in the army four years 
ago so he should not go out and 
join Gahail, and was now being 
discarded — and again because he 
favoured Gahal. For anybody who 
may have forgotten, Aluf Sharon 
battled noisily for his right to 
another command four years ago 
when he was shifted to a technica 
branch and — very exceptional 
for an army man — allowed muc! 
of the argument to leak into an 
obliging press. He got his com- 
mand—though Chief of Staff Bar 
Lev made no secret of the fact 
that he had opposed it—because 
Defence Minister Dayan consider- 
ed Aluf Sharon an exceptionally 
able field commander. Mr. Avner! 
said that Sharon had been turned 
out to prevent him reaching the 
seniority of thoso eligible to be- 
come chief of staff. Again absurd, 
because the Defence Minister 
would have the simpler method of 
making a different appointment. 
In fact, Aluf Tal was made deputy 
Chief of Staff quite recently, per- 
haps to indicate publicly that a 
provisional choice had been made. 
Avneri's proposal that the Knes- 
set should have more aay in army 
appointmenta was unnerving. Con- 
sider the technical difficulties 
when the Aguda’s turn to appoint 
a chief of staff came around or 
the general anxiety when it was 
a hard-lining Rakah man. 

Aluf Sharon was well within 
his rights to resign a few months 
early In order to make it legally 
possible for him to stand for the 
Knesset. He could have done with- 
out the renewed spate of noisy 
complaints, for these convey the 
unfortunate impression that he 
only decided on a political career 
because there was nothing much 
left for him in the army. A dis- 
creet silence and a slightly mar- 
tyred look could have indicated 
that he was giving up his heart's 
desire in order to save the coun- 
try from chaos, Watergate and 
worse. There Is no election gla- 
mour to having been victimized.

must have been puzzled a 
little while later to discover that 
he had been given a bloody nose 
and forced out of the party by 
Herut Jeader Menahem Begin.

Yet it is a lot 
more rational to try to build up 
a party on a broad basis than 
to chop it into narrow splin- 
ters divided by hairline ideologies. 

Besides, Gahal has lost Sta 
Impetus as an opposition. In the 
short view this may save Finance 
Minlster Sapir trouble over 
money issues, but in the long 
run it could cause the Labour 
Party to disintegrate for lack of an 
opposition against which to close 
its ranks.

“He paid a lot of money for his 
ear and it is his right ta drive 
whenever and wherever he wants, 
us long as he doesn't break the 
law, 

“The increase In the number of 
private cars is unbelievable. To- 
day, there are more than 320,000 
on the road. Last year there 
was ἃ 10 per cent increase com- 
pared to 1971, and during [ἢ 

first six months of this year, we 
already have a 15 per cent in- 
crease. At the rate the Israelis 
are buying cars nobody can plun 
anything, whether it be beaches 
or ronds or parking spaces "' 

The Saturday drivers living in 
the Greater Tel Aviv area travel 
to the heaches from Dikla in 
the south to Atlit in the north. 
Some of them even travel fur- 
ther north or south, reaching 
Kinneret and the Dead Sen. 

The spokesman believes that 
there hus been an Increase of 
about 30 per cent, compared Ln 
last yenr, in the number of cars 
going to the bexehes on Satur- 
days. “Last year, for example, we 
would announce through the ra- 
dio at 11 c'elack that the beaches 
were full. Today — and It's only 
the beginning of the bathing seu- 
son — the beaches are already 
full by 10 e'clock."’

You don't see any 
agricultural vehicles such as trac- 
lors or heavy trucks, which, be- 
cause of their width or slow speed, 
obstruct the traffic. Except for in- 
tersections where there are traf- 
fie Nghts, the traffic on Satur- 
ay keeps flowing — maybe at a 
slightly slower pace, but It flows.”

“1 don't belleve that the situa- 
tion will get better in the near 
future.

Something breaks down ond they 
manage to limp home, and then 
on Sunday they call us. The in- 
teresting thing about Saturday 
calls is that they are usually 
from far away places, like Ein 
Gedi, or the Golan Heights. We 
also have a larger number of 
towing calls from one city to 
the other than on a weekday.”

EROTICA IS DEFINED in the 
Random House dictionary as 
“literature or art dealing with 
sexual love” and croticism as 
“the use of sexually arousing or 
suggestive Symbolism, settings, 
allusions, situations etc., in art, 
literature, drama or the like,’ 
Judged by these definitions, some 
of the exhibits at the current 
Jerusalem Artists House show, 
entitled “Erotica,” cortainly qua- 
lify for a place. Few of them, 
sadly, qualify as art, 

This occasionally daring exhibit, 
as far as I know the first of Its 
kind In this country, is the third 
in a new series of shows designed 
to arouse interest in the Artista 
House. Unfortunately, it is not even 
arousing sexually, Confused in con- 
cept and criteria, it mistakes nudity 
for erotica. It Is a sad, loveless, life- 
less show and only rarely amusing. 
Hrotica without humour or skill be- 
cymes cheap pornography, as do 
some of the exhibits here. 

There is nothing new about cro- 
tiea in art. If you look at early 
Sumerion und Philistine fertility 
figurines you will see that It goes 
back many years In our part of 
the world. The Japanese Uklyo-c 
woodcut urtlxts ralsed the explicit 
depiction of sexual love to a fine 
art and their works are still given 
to Japancae brides as marrluge 
manuals. Post-Renaissance Europe 
wha flooded with amatory and 
priapie paintings, though they were 
frowned on by the church and few 
appear in museums, A Httle better 
known are the carvings on Indian 
temples and perlips the frescoes of 
Katmandu. And then came those 
artists who were too obviously grent 
to be defamed as pornugraphers: 
Toulouse-Luutree, Henri Matisse, 
Egon Schicie, Paacin, Picosao ct 
81. None of the latter, by the way, 
were primarily concerned with de-

LB.S.O.’s fresh approach 


ISRAEL'S SYMPHONY Orchestra 
Number Two is in a much easier 
position as far as programming 
is concerned than the Israe! Phil- 
harmonic, Although box office 
takings are probably received 
gladly at Broadcasting House, this 
money is not a decisive factor 
in planning the season. So, cvery 
yenr the people responsible for 
the symphony orchestra embark 
on new experiments, showing a 
healthy awareness of the constant 
need for a fresh approach to the 
programme requirements of a 
new public. The aim for the com- 
ing season — the IBSO's 36th 
— is to reach wider and more 
varied circles of listeners, and in 
order to achieve it, three dif- 
ferent subsoriptlons are being of- 
fered. No. 1 is “Old and New"; 
No.2 presents ‘Portrait of a Com- 
poser"; and No, 3 stresses ''Po- 
pular Classics.” Gach series con- 
tains nine concerts, and subserib- 
era get the tenth — a Beetho- 
ven Marathon — free. 

In the first series, the ‘‘old" 
goes back to Perotinus, the 
French composer at Notre Dame 
in Paris around 1200, Gabrieli and 
Rossi; the “new” includes Shos- 
takovich, Schoenberg (very little) 
and Lukas Foss. The portraits

THE REMARKABLE caperberry, 
about which I have written on 
more than one ‘occasion in the 
past, ia known by a large number 
of names in the Mishnah and Tal- 
mud, tselaf, tamarot, kapparis, 
nitgpeh and aviyonah. But it is 
only by the last name that it is 
mentioned In the Bible, if at all. 


The word appears in Heclesiastes 


12.5 in the moving’ passage which 
metaphorically deseribes the grad- 
ual onget of old age until finally 
“the pitcher ig broken at the 
fountain and the wheel falleth 
shattered into. the pit. And the 
dust returneth to the earth as it 
was.” It includes the phrase “the 
aviyonah shall fail.’ The word is

Prof. J. Feliks, maintains that the 
Name Zelaphehad, the father of 
five daughters but no sons, who

‘turer of capers in Jerusalem 
used to give youngsters two tirot 
for a kilogram of the buds. My 
own experience is that represents 
about. 2,000 buds, and whether 
there has been a rise in the cost 
with the spiralling of prices I do 
not know.) The answer however 
appears to me to be quite simple.

The 
eaperbush acted as an effective 
protective hedge and ensured that 
the vineyard would not be ruined 
by. trespassers.

THH PROGRAMME of “Difficult 
People” contains an interview with 
the author in which he is asked: 
“To what degree does your play 
express a fatalistic point of view? 
Is it a pessimistic play?” To 
which he replies: 

“It seems to me that there is 
no fatalism here. The characters 
have a choice, yes or no. One of 
their most difficult problems is 
what to choose. And they do 
choose: it isn’t always clear 
whether for good or for bad, but 
the other choice always exists. 
One can, of course, argue that 
the choice was predetermined and 
known in advance, But if it is 
so, then everything is fatalistic. 
So if the piay isn’t fattalistic, 
it doesn't mean that it is opti- 
mistic. Sometimes choice, and 
even the right choice, has a pes- 
simlstic meaning. ‘And if the play 
is pessimistic — it ian't cheap 
or easily so. We are dealing 
here with difficult people for 
whom life is complex and con- 
fused.” 

As fer os I am_ concerned 
this ig gibberish pretending to 
pillosophical depth. I have quoted 
tt at length becauso it is 
characteristic of the way the play 
is written. “Difficult People” is 
full of that kind of musing. 
Which is a pity, because there 
is a nucleus of material out of 
which a reasonable play could have 
been made, had not Yosef Bar- 
Yosef tried eo hard to hint at 
meanings which are not there, at 
mystical allusions in Simon’s cryp- 
tic utterances about Jews in Jeru- 
salem and in England, at deep 
truths expressed in the blabber- 
ings of the old anarchist. 

t is also a pity. that, for his 
directorial debut, Tom Levy was 
given the impossible ta of 
staging α play which should 
never fave been staged. It is even 
more of a pity that he took it 
all seriously, especially the crude 
humour of the text, and thet he 
allowed the actors, particularly 
Amnon Meskin, to create carlca- 
tures instead of trying to , be 
people. Compared with Meskin’s 

ross exaggerations as Simon, 

lan Toren’s antics in the port- 
rayal of the would-be bridegroom, 
and Isadore Herskowitz' ‘broad 
histrionies as the anarchist look 
uite mild. In glaring contrast to 
the rest of them, Ruth Segal 
manages to appear sincere and to 
give depth to her shallow part, 
creating a real suffermg, proud, 
compassionate human bein: out 
of very little. It is a remar! able
